Dear Editor, 


[have been following the redevelop- 
ment of the Bar Hill commercial zone 
for some time now. Whilst reading the 
message board within Tesco I observed 
an interesting notice regarding the ‘new 
pub’. The notice said that due to ‘con- 
siderable pressure and feedback from 
local residents’ the new pub is to be a 
British steak pub; I am assuming this 
means a ‘Beefeater’ style restaurant. 

I am interested in seeing how this 
market research was conducted be- 
cause I have never once been ap- 
proached to offer my opinions and ideas 
for the new pub. I would be shocked 
and frankly disgusted to find out that 
passive market research (research re- 
lying on letters sent in from the target 
market) was employed to ascertain 
what was required from the village resi- 
dents. This method reflects only incom- 
petence and an uncaring attitude to- 
wards such an important task. In today’s 
active society most people work long 
hours and don’t have the time to get 
involved in issues like this or they sim- 
ply don’t know which groups of people 
to approach (I myself am sending this 
letter via the Bar Hill News for sucha 
reason). 

As arelatively large village we only 
have the one pub and therefore we 
should think carefully about what to do 
with the new one. This clearly involves 
a more active research gathering 
method. The intelligent place to conduct 
this research is within Tesco because I 
believe that the vast majority of Bar 
Hill’s residents shop there at least once 
a week. I shop within Tesco on a daily 
basis and have never been given any 
opportunity to offer any views on the 
new pub. I have also asked many other 
people if they have, or know of anyone 


who had been approached by people 
conducting any market research; none 
had seen or heard any evidence of this 
happening. Most people I have spoken 
to were aware of what was happening 
regarding their new pub by reading the 
‘Bar Hill News’ etc. Even then the read- 
ers have never officially been asked to 
submit their views on a matter which 
directly involves them. 

What I believe a wise course of ac- 
tion would have been is to have spent a 
few days within Tesco (I am sure they 
would have been happy to oblige) and 
allow people to choose what they 
wanted. This would be advertised by 
placing simple A4 posters in our com- 
munity centres, for instance the library, 
church, social club, The Fox, The Mall 
etc. Probably the most efficient medium 
for data collection would have been a 
basic questionnaire. This would contain 
a number of tick boxes which repre- 
sent one ofa choice of pub design op- 
tions, for example: British steak pub, 
family pub, theme pub, pub with food 
servery (like we have now) or what ever 
and finally a box to put in your name 
and address. At the end of the collec- 
tion period the ticks would be counted 
and the style of pub would thus be 
democratically chosen. Also, if Bar 
Hill’s residents expressed a strong de- 
sire for two or more of the suggestions 
then the new pub could be designed to 
encompass all the wanted styles. 

Although I can see the financial at- 
traction in building a British steak pub 
this close to the A14 (it offers easy ac- 
cess to commuters), it would leave Bar 
Hill without a village pub. I must say 
that I strongly believe every village 
needs at least one village pub. 

In conclusion I would be very grate- 
ful (and know many others would) if you 
could kindly let me know how, where 
and when this market research was 
conducted.

Big Steak Pub” 
Punch Retail are in the process of re- 


designing the interior of the new public 
house and will then inform us of the 
details as soon as possible. An update 
will be given in the October issue of the 
Bar Hill News. 
Tesco New Store - 
Highway Works 
Unfortunately there is nothing the 
Parish Council can do about the high- 
way works required for the new Tesco 
Store. This has been agreed between 
County Council Highways 01223 
833717 and R G Carter 782222. 
Play Area — Village Green 
The train in the above area is to be 
removed and replaced by a new nurs- 
ery rhyme multi-play unit for toddlers. 
The dog grids are also being removed 
as they are ineffective and self-closing 
gates installed in their place. 
Future Projects 
The Parish Council has considered 
the contents of the various surveys and 
meetings that have been held and the 
following progress has been made. The 
biggest problem, which has been said 
before, is sustainability. It is no good 
providing a facility that will be a burden 
on the ratepayer. For the last few years 
the Parish Council precept has been 
subsidised from the capital funds by 
approximately £10,000 per year. There 
is obviously a limit as to how long this 
can continue and any future expendi- 
ture should not increase the burden on 
the ratepayer. 
Swimming Pool 
In this respect the construction ofa 
pool has been ruled out, as we could 
not afford the running costs. With one 
exception, all swimming pools in the 
County run ata loss. The pool at Im- 
pington has to be subsidised by 
£220,000 per year. Substantial refur- 
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bishment is required every 10 years. 
Community Centre/Sports Hall 
The response for a sports facility has 
been very poor. Based on the re- 
sponses received the Parish Council has 
drawn up a “shopping list” of what is 
required in an enlarged/improved Vil- 
lage Hall. Project Managers are ex- 
pected to be appointed shortly. Their 
initial brief will be to hold an architec- 
tural competition between 3 or 4 se- 
lected firms of Architects for ideas to 
improve the Village Hall to include all 
of those items on our list. 
The Octagon Centre 
In drawing up a “shopping list” the 
Parish Council has considered all the 
community facilities in the Village. On 
completion of the Tesco development 
the Octagon will stand in a very promi- 
nent position at the front of the Village. 
It isnow showing its age and requires 
refurbishment and reorganisation to best 
serve those Village organisations that use 
it on a regular basis. The initial plans 
for refurbishment have received the 
approval of the Parish Council and more 
detailed plans are being drawn up. 
The School 
Recent OFSTED reports have iden- 
tified a lack of play equipment in the 
School playground. The Parish Coun- 
cil has agreed to put funds towards an 
extensive improvement in the provision 
of this equipment. 
BMX/Skateboard Ramp 
The Outline Planning Application 
proved unacceptable to South Cam- 
bridgeshire District Council and a de- 
tailed application has had to be made. 
This required the production of detailed 
drawings and these have now been 
made and submitted. 
Path Around the Perimeter Road 
An initial survey has revealed that 
funds may be available from the County 
Council from year to year to help fund 
the provision of this requirement. This 
would mean that the path would be pro- 
vided in sections but at much less cost 
to the Parish Council. 
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Casual Vacancies for Two Parish 
Councillors 
We have now received the go ahead 
from SCDC to co-opt two Parish 
Councillors and if anyone is interested 
in the vacancies could you please ap- 
ply in writing to me at the above ad- 
dress no later than 15th Sept. 
Overhanging Trees/Bushes 
We are in the process of clearing 
Parish Council trees/bushes away from 
footpaths within the Village. In the 
meantime, there are many properties 
where the trees/bushes/weeds belong 
to the residents. These cause problems 
and potential danger to passers by and 
should be cut back as soon possible. 
Refuse Sacks 
I receive many complaints from resi- 
dents where rubbish is being put out a 
long time before collection day, some- 
times on a Tuesday, the day after the 
collection! This should only happen if 
the previous day is a Bank Holiday. Not 
only is the rubbish unsightly but it is an 
attraction for rodents. Please don’t do 
this as it is so unfair to those within the 
area.

The Little Owl Pre-School is a small 
group benefiting from a highly caring and 
personal approach and a beautiful - and 
safe - rural setting. We meet in our own 
room in Dry Drayton Primary School, 
and have a dedicated outside play-area 
equipped with slides and play houses. 
On one side of us, horses graze in a 
field. On the other is the school play- 
ground, whose adventure playground, 
field and wild garden we also use. 

The Pre-School provides a warm and 
secure environment. We are a feeder 
to the Primary School. We have a 
policy of taking our older children on 
gradually lengthening visits to the infants’ 
classroom during the summer term, 
which come the autumn helps ensure an 
easy and painless transition for them into 
School itself.

Countryside Watch 


What is Countryside Watch? 
Countryside Watch is a Cambridgeshire 


Constabulary initiative that was launched in 
1993 to help combat rural crime and reduce 
the fear of crime. It is a partnership between 
the Police, County Council, National Farm- 
ers Union and other agencies. 

Who can join? 

The scheme is for farmers, landowners, 
horse owners, rural businesses, private ru- 
ral residents and countryside users. 

What are the aims of the scheme? 

The aims are to reduce rural crime, edu- 
cate rural residents in how to protect their 
property and collate good intelligence for 
the Police and Countryside Watch members. 

How does it work? 

Countryside Watch brings together mem- 
bers in geographical areas with a Coordina- 
tor overseeing up to 15 members. Two way 
communication is set up where members are 
asked to report anything they feel is suspi- 
cious, so that intelligence can be collated 
and information can be acted upon immedi- 
ately. Messages are sent out to each indi- 
vidual member using a voicemail system. 
These messages may be informing members 
of acrime in their area, a suspicious vehicle, 
warning of seasonal crimes or patterns of 
crimes, or giving information about wildlife 
and environmental issues. 

Has it been successful so far? 

Arrests have been made following infor- 
mation from members, and in some cases 
custodial sentences have been awarded. 
Over the past 4 years there has been a re- 
duction of rural crime of 23.8%, in areas where 
Countryside Watch is in operation. 

How much does it cost? 

Each member pays a joining fee for the 
first year of £25 (which includes the first year 
subscription), thereafter an annual subscrip- 
tion of £20. Members receive a large Coun- 
tryside Watch board (or two smaller ones) 
to place on their property, as well as a pack- 
age of information. 

What else do I need to do if] want to join? 

Minimum security standards are asked of 
each member, such as postcoding all prop- 
erty, vehicles and buildings to be kept se- 
cure and chemicals to be kept to HSE and 
fire regulations.

Ideally 
ifa street can be divided up into blocks 
of asmall number of houses each with 
it’s own person to look after it, the re- 
sponsibility is then reduced. Sadly sum- 
mer is gradually slipping away from us 
and the approach of the darker eve- 
nings often means an increase in crime. 
The lighter evenings seem to encour- 
age the opportunist, but the shorter eve- 
nings bring out the intentional thief. If 
you live in an area that is not displaying 
a Neighbourhood Watch sign please 
give this matter some serious thought. 
Setting up an area can be fun! You cer- 
tainly get to know your neighbours. I 
will give you every help can, and we 
can rely on P.C. Richard Newman for 
all the support we need. If you would 
like to offer your services to your local 
community I hope to hear from you 
soon!

Personal Safety 


Cambridgeshire is generally a safe 
place to work and live. However, trouble 
does occasionally rise and can some- 
times be avoided by taking positive ac- 
tion: 

Planning Journeys and Outings 

* Choose your route carefully. 

* Always let someone know where 
you are going, what route you are taking 
and the time you expect to arrive at your 
destination. 

* Travel with friends if possible. 

* DO NOT take short cuts across 
parks, or through poorly-lit alleyways 
after dark. 

* Where possible, stick to busy, wall- 
lit areas. 

* If you are not using the pubs or clubs 
in town centres, try to avoid moving be- 
tween venues at closing times. 

* Also avoid fast food outlets (kebab 
shops etc.) where groups of pub-goers 
tend to congregate. 

* If you are taking a taxi, pre-book it 
through a reputable company - ask 
friends and colleagues for the name of a 
good firm. 

* Carry your car/door key in your hand 
on your return journey. This saves time 
searching through your pocket/bag when 
you arrive. 

* If you regularly jog, run or cycle, 
vary the time and route of your journey, 
to avoid creating a predictable pattern. 

Safety of Belongings 

* Only take items that you know you 
will need. Do not carry large sums of 
cash, your passport etc. with you if you 
do not need to. Store them in a secure 
place. 

* If you have to carry a large amount 
of cash with you, split it up so that if you 
are robbed you do not lose it all. 

* When collecting cash from a 
cashpoint, count it out in private. 

* Carry wallets in inside jacket pock- 
ets. 

* Beware of carrying valuable items 
in cycle baskets. 

* Bags should be carried diagonally 
across the body with the opening facing 
your body. 

* Do not store your purse/wallet in a 
rucksack carried on your back.

The Village Hall was opened in 1978, 
its running expenses financed, for the 
most part, by a Social Club meeting on 
the same premises. On the site of 
Rhadegund Farm between the village 
and the A604, on a site originally allo- 
cated for a village college, the Cam- 
bridgeshire Hotel was opened in 1974 
and the adjoining golf course the follow- 
ing year. 

Industry as well began to grow in Bar 
Hill during this decade. For several years 
after their arrival in 1968, Cambridge 
Consultants were the Industrial Estate’s 
only resident, others joining them pro- 
gressively during the early 1970s. The 
nemesis came downwind from Tesco’s, 
when the proliferation of paper bags and 


planning permission in 1975. 

During the weekend of 21st and 22nd 
of May 1977, Bar Hill celebrated the 
tenth anniversary of the first residents 
moving into the village. As acommu- 
nity, Bar Hill had plenty to be proud 
about, despite the hostility and cynicism 
‘the county’s disaster area’ being lev- 
eled against it in local newspapers and 
other publications. Ata time it should 
have been finished, however, it was only 
about 40% complete. On the other 
hand, twenty two organisations met 
regularly atthe school and Church Cen- 
tre. 

The 1980s was a period of consoli- 
dation rather than expansion. In 1982, 
fifteen years after the arrival of its first 
residents, the village was still not com- 


been built. These were, however, to be 
completed during the next six years, and 
in 1989, 23 years after development 
began, 15 years after it should have been 
finished, the last brick was laid.
